monize the differences. I Ie is out of step, not only with 
the m ajority of Congress, but with the Am erican people. 
I lis Congressional leaders were almost all “ fired” by the 
public in last year's prim ary and general election.

foreign policy has backfired and brought the country to 
the verge of disaster. I lis administrative officers — men 
like Secretary Acheson — are in disrepute with Congress. 
Hut the President appears to have taken cognizance 


of none of this shift of sentiment nationwide and in Con­ 
gress, and to be sticking to guns which went out of exist­ 
ence months ago. 
His own strength and organization in Congress have 


been smashed. 
Ihe “ fair deal" is busted— Senators Pep­ 
per, Graham , Lucas, M yers. Tydings, M cGrath, et a1— 
these lieutenants who some months back held the reins 
in a tight grip, all are departed; all but M cGrath were 
repudiated by the voters.
